Both are freeware on Dave Mascaro's 
web site Http://www.gs] net/w3km. Both have a grid direction and distance calculator. (Enter your 6 digit grid 
square then the distant station and hit enter or space and the heading/ distance is calculated.) Rover logs the 
ARRL jan, june, sept VHF and august UHF. Gen log does the HF, QSO party and 10 ghz . Dave says Rover 
could probably used for 10 GHz but it doesn't figure out the score like Gen Log does. There are probably many 
ways to get the logs generated and this is one. Take your lap top along and do it on the fly. Good luck. Bill
